SoururrRy Commercia, Convention.—The 
Southern politician met last week at Savanah 
Georgia. The revival of the Slave ‘'rade was 
urged by Mr. Spratt, editor of the Charleston 
Standard, Mr Goulding of Georyia, and oth. 
ers; but it was generally discountenanced by 
the Convention and a resolution to take up the 
subject was voted down by a vote of 60 to 16, 
Mr McLeod of Texas madea speech which 
may be considered a foreshadowing of» the 
Southern policy. Hesaid Mexico was falling 
to pieces; it mnstdevolve upon the South to 
introdce there her peculiar institutions and 
counteract the intrigues of Kurope. He said 
that negro labor was absolutely necessary for 
the development of that region. 

We have long believed that the South have 
a vulture eye upon Mexico, and are ready on 
the least pretence to pounce upon her. The 
Convention passed a resolution declaring 
that Congress has no power to contract for the 
construction of a Railroad to tue Pacific, A 
second resolution declares. that the railroad 
should be made along the line of the thirty se- 
cond parallel of latitude, by aid from States, 
individuals and territories, and by grants of 
land from the General Government,and by car- 
tying the mails, military stores, &c. The re- 
solution also recommends the Southern 
States to aid, by every means, in the construc 
tion of the road. After a long discussion this 
resolution was recommitted.— Olive Branch.
